EPE ere ‘’hard tim es” In the United States a» 
the A merican people know hard times, but to 
ano ther nation 
under similar circumMances and 
conditions they might appear the acme of prosper­ 
ity. Prosperity and hard times are relative terms. 
Everybody admit* that the country Is In the 
midat of a very serious business depression and un­ 
employment crisis, 
that there exists a state of 
emergency, and yet there are sections w here the 
per capita cost of food is less than that of buying 
and operating the family automobile. 
There la much talk of personal sacrifice, lower 
living standards ar.d of a buyers' strike. But the av­ 
erage American is now operating upon this m anl. 
festly inconsistent budget. He spends I I I . 72 for food 
and 177.75 for his motor car. 
In the Southwest the per capita food cost is 
$52.02. compared with an average annual motorist 
expenditure of $11.74. In the Mid-West and North 
Central States the average citizen is spending only 
$*.74 more in a year for food than for that luxury 
of necessity the automobile. 
Obviously, the United States is not an economic 
w reck and if anybody is going hungry there is no 
excuse for it- Moreover, on the face of the fore, 
going statistics the motor car industry w-ith its m y­ 
riad allied enterprises la more essential to national 
prosperity and universal employm ent th a n agricul­ 
ture.
